Harlem’s $50,000 Futurity of 1897 
Transferred to the Fair Grounds. 


As was exclusively predicted in Thurs- 
day’s Post-Dispatch the Fair Association 


Grounds Association for the transfer to St. 
Louis of the great Harlem Futurity, a 
sweepstakes for 2-year-olds to be run in. 
1897. This stake will be run over a six fur- 
long course, and it is expected to be worth 
$50,000, of which the Fair Association put up 
$10,000. The Harlem Futurity is the largest 
stake ever closed in America, having over 
1,800 entries. Every big breeding establish- 
ment in America is represented in the list, 
Belle Meade alone having made over eighty 
nominations. With the National Derby for 
1896 and the big Futurity for 1897, St. Louis 
at one bound takes rank as the leading rac- 
ing center in America, next to New York. 
Chicago is dead as a racing town, and Cin- 
cinnati, the Mound City’s only other rival, 
will be compelled to accept a subordinate 
rank. The Fair Association management 
is to be congratulated for the liberal policy 
it is pursuing towards — St. Louis in 
the estimation of turf men and lovers of the 
thoroughbred. Big attractions pay big 
money, and the Association is certain to 
reap a rich harvest as a reward for its en- 
terprise and liberality. The Derby should 
be run next year on the Fourth of July, 
and the Futurity in 1897 will be contested 
for in September, probably after the Hast- 
ern Futurity is run at Coney Island. This 
will give the winner of the latter event a 
chance to come here and contest in the star 
event of the St. Louis racing season.
